_ special watchfulness on the part 
of the true servants and saints 
of God. Evangelists, evangel- 
ists and evangelists, are going 
forth teaching doctrines, doe- 
trines and doctrines. The ehil- 
dren of God would do wel} to be 
careful about taking in with 
stran gers, even if they elaim to 
belung to-the Pentecostal move- 
ment. While the Bible tells us 
at Heb. 13:2, to. ‘Be not forget- 
ful to entertain strangers: for 
thereby some have entertained 
angels unawares,’’ it also says in 
the ninth verse to ‘“Be not ear- 
ried.about with divers andstrange 
doctrines.” While thesame Book 
advises us to ‘‘Be patient toward 
all men,’’ 1, Thes. 5:14; and Jesus 
says at Math.

Some 
teach repentance and the bap- 
tiem with the Holy Ghost, but 
disregard water baptism. Oth- 
ers teach a good deal of the doe- 
trine, but say that the speaking 
with other torgues is not neces- 
sarily the evidence of the bap- 


-tism with the Holy Ghost, and 


that not all will speak with 
tongues who receive the bap- 
tism. Paul teaches us at Col. 2:7, 
that we should be ‘‘established 
in the faith’’ (doctrine), and at 
Eph. 4:11-14 he teaches us that 
we should be perfected and be in 
unity of the faith, and that we 
be no more children tossed to and 
fro, and carried about with every 
wind of doctrine. Instead of 
going to hear every new teacher 
that comes around, you had bet- 
ter stick to your own crowd. If 
you want to help forward the 
work along, help swell your own 
crowd by your presence and 
prayers, and stop lending your 
assistance to the stranger that 
you know nothing about. You 
say, “That would look like sel- 
fishness,’’ and you want toinves- 
tigate. If you want to go and 
preach, and pray for folks and 
lead them to Jesus, then go in 
Jesus’ name, but if it 1s. to listen 
to some stranger, you had best 
stay where you. will. know you 
will hear the right. teaching.’

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tablished in the present truth. 
If, therefore, any investigations 
are to be made, let somebody 
make them who is so established 
that nothing can shake him. But 
you say you are so fixed that you 
would not be influenced from the 
right track All right, brother, 
but I have known a number, 
whom I really thought were so 
established that nothing could 
turn them aside, get wounded 
and so shaken in their minds by 
listening to false teaching, that 
they are yet being tossed to and 
fro, and it seems impossible for 
them to locate. Some have turned 
aside into vain jangling, and 
have made a shipwreck of faith 
or doctrine until they don’t know 
what to teach or believe. Their 
joy has gone, the shine has faded 
from their faces, and their con- 
fidence is marred. Paul told 
Timothy to charge some that 
they teach no other doctrine con- 
trary to .that they had received 
from him. Paul had taught them 
the plain doctrine of Jesus Christ, 
and no other. He said he did 
not receive it from men, but by 
revelation of Jesus Christ. The 
Apostles stood fearlessly for the 
truth as given them by Jesus 
Christ. We must do the same. 
Not our opinions of it, but for 
the real unadulterated truth. 
Other people can have theit opin- 
ions, and we are not to raisea 
disturbance with them, but we 
must stick together and hold our- 
selves aloof from all opinions or 
theories of men, and we must 
not allow false teaching brought 
into the church. Our ministers 
should be s» nearly alike in their 
teaching of the fundamenta's 
that when one comes to the place 
of another there will be perfect 
harmony and agreement. In this 
way the minds “f the people will 
not become confused, but it can 
be said ‘‘One piauts and another 
waters, but God. gives. the in- 


crease.’’ Every one should teach: 


sound doctrine. and nothing else. 
Jesus said; ‘[We speak that we 


do knows kf any ‘man will: 


do His will he shall know of the 
doctrine.’’ John 3:11 and John 
7:7. Jesus evidently taught His 
disciples to tell what they knew, 
and not to advance some theory 
or guess at some doctrine and 
teach it at a venture. It is true 
each teacher has his individu- 
ality, and has his way of pre- 
senting the truth, but all should 
teach the same in substance re- 
garding the same particular sub- 
ject. 

Sometimes even Pentecostal 
people become negligent about 
attending the regular services. 
Fhis should not be so. ‘‘Not 
forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together... but so much 
the more as ye see the day ap- 
proaching,’’ is the advice given 
at Heb. 10:25. The saints are to 
be perfected, made ready for His 
coming, and the prophets, teach- 
ers, etc., are given for the per- 
fecting of the saints; but if they 
miss the meetings when it is pos- 
sible to go they will surely fall 
short of what they might be by 
regular attendance and persist- 
ent effort on their part. The 
time is short, and children of 
God should avail themselves of 
every means of grace and oppor- 
tunity given for improvement 
and advancement. Some are go- 
ing to be like Him when He 
comes, but it will surely not be 
those that become careless and 
neglectful about attending ser- 
vices when itis possible for them 
todoso. We admit that in case 
of one that is isolated and hav- 
ing no Pentecostal services to at- 
tend, it may be better to stay at 
home and read your Bible and 
pray than go to a place where 
the Spirit is ignored and no 
chance for spiritual food devel- 
opment. We cannot afford .to . 
listen to false teaching, . and no 
pastor should allow his flock to. 
be imposed upon by such. A 
true shepherd’ watches _ for the. 
souls of his’ ‘flock as one that -

pastor, and get every word that 
falls from his lips. Peter, James 
and John, by staying close to 
their instructor and Master, had 
the privilege of seeing Him trans- 
figured, and heard the conversa- 
tion that took place between 
Himself and the two heavenly 
visitors, of which the other nine 
were deprived because they 
failed to put forth effort to as- 
cend the mountain side, and did 
not persist in staying with Him. 
Suppose Elisha had been a little 
ways behind Elijah when the 
waters parted for that noted 
prophet. He would probably have 
been standing on the bank of the 
river when the chariot came 
down from heaven to convey 
klijah up thither, and the falling 
mantel would not have dropped 
upon Him. Stay with your crowd. 
Stand by your pastor. He is 
trying to get very close to God, 
and some day is going to bring 
Him nearer than usual, and if 
you are not at that particular 
service, you will miss the heav- 
enly breeze that sweeps down 
and envelops him and probably 
the whole congregation. If you 
are in the habit of missing you 
may and will be likely to miss 
the opportunity of a lifetime. 
Jesus will come at an hour that. 
you think not, and it is very im- 
portant that you press up very 
close. No doubt Peter, James 
and John had gone out with Je- 
sus to pray many times when 
nothing special happened, and 
the other disciples had probably 
been in such services when noth-. 
ing special took place, and they 
no doubt were tired and were not.
